PREVENTING FIRES 


Fire Prevention Week is at hand. It is the 


week which contains October 9, anniversary 
of the terribie Chicago fire of 1871. Cam- 
paigns for fire prevention have been centered 
around this date since 1911 when the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters started the 
movement. In 1922, President Harding first 
proclaimed a whole week of observance, and 
Presidents since then have followed the ex- 
ample, 
! 


The United States Chamber of Commerce, 


the National Fire Protection Association, and 
other bodies, cooperate in the spread of edu- 
cation and publicity on this subject. The 
whole purpose of their activity is to bring 
home to the American public the lesson of 
prevention. Most fires are unnecessary. They 
could be avoided by proper caution and good 
sense in the handling of inflammable mate- 
rials, the care of furnaces, stoves and fire- 
places, the wider use of fireproof materials, 
the presence of emergency fire-fighting 
equipment wherever a possibility of fire ex- 
ists. 


Children should be taught responsibility in 


this matter. While they are too young to 
understand, they should be protected by the 
adults around them from open fires, matches 
and other fire perils. 


REAL NEWSPAPERS 


There is professional satisfaction, and 


should be popular satisfaction too, in what 
college professors returning from Europe say 
about American newspapers. 


With the exception of England, they re- 


port, "there is no press in Europe to compare 
with America's." Usually foreign papers are 
fatally handicapped by government censor- 
ship. In such countries as Germany and 
Italy people are not informed and it is im- 
possible to know what they are thinking. 
Even in France and Czechoslovakia, where 
there is no public censorship, newspapers are 
largely personal organs and there is no thor- 
ough coverage of the news. 


England itself, from which our journalism 


derives, covers public and private events less 
fully than our papers, and prints much less 
news from foreign countries. In this last re- 
spect we have made immense progress in a 
quarter of a century. In the recent war crisis 
we knew far more about what was going on 
in Europe than Europeans themselves knew. 
The World War in 1914 woke Americans 
up to the importance of such service, and the 
press has supplied the demand.

has spent §255,334,670 to advance education.

Since then it 
has been the board's considered policy to 
spend principal as well. It is expected that 
the last funds will be exhausted within a few 
more years and the board will pass out of 
existence.

are the special interests of the board in its 
last few years. 


An important piece of work has been wel! 


done in the time for which it was planned 
The educational foundations built by the 
General Education Board will last when the 
builder is gone. Future generations niay build 
on them according to future needs.

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WHY HBAKT DISEASE IS COMMON 


Nearly two million people In the United States 


;ufter from heart disease and each year there are 
100,000 deaths from it. 


Twenty-five years ago the average «pan ot life 


was fllty years; today it Is sixty years. That Is, ten 
years hare been added to the life-span In one gen- 
eration. 


Twenty-five years ago three babies In ten died 


at birth or during the first year; today about one in

tacks of angina pectoris (vise-like pain In the 
chest)—live for many years, often fifteen or twen- 
ty, after the first symptoms of heart disease ap- 
pear.

She came from "foreign wa- 


ters" under .the name of the 
"Shenandoah," she served on the 
Hudson river under the name of 
the "Saugerties," and she went to 
a watery grave as the result of 
the ravages of flames; thus reads 
a brief history of the "Sauger- 
t<ae " 
LlCS.Her 
wooden 
hull, built 
at 


Brooklyn in 1882, was 200 feet 
long with a 33 foot breadth of 
beam, and she was rated at 424 
net tons. A vertical beam engine 
with a 36-inch diameter cylinder 
and a 10 foot stroke furnished 
the power for the "Saugerties."_ 


The steamboat was originally 


named the "Shenandoah" and was 
built for the old Dominion Steam- 
ship Company in whose service 
she plied the waters of the James 
river and Chesapeake Bay, carry- 
ing freight and passengers to and 
from the company's steamships at 
Wm»frtllr 
Va 
xsorroiK, va. 
In 1888 the "Shenandoah" was 


purchased 
by 
the 
Saugerties 


Company to run between Sauger- 
ties and New York on the night 
line in line with the steamer "Ul- 
ster." She was completely over- 
hauled and her name changed to 
the "Saugerties," and she was ad- 
vertised as the "largest little 
steamboat on the Hudson river." 


On Sunday, November 23, 1906, 


the "Saugerties," under Captain 
Charles Tiffany, made her last 
run and ended her career as an- 
other steamboat that fell before 
the flames which wrote finis to the 
term of service of many of the 
river steamboats. 
The fire oc- 


curred at the dock at Saugerties 
village and caused the death of 
Charles Rosen, a member of the 


crew irom new ion cuy. 


The "Saugerties" arrived at her 


dock at the up-river Tillage on 
Sunday morning with a cargo of 
freight and passengers. 
It being 


Sunday, no freight was removed 
from the steamboat which was 
scheduled to make ner return trip 
to New York on Monday evening. 
About 5 o'clock on that Sunday 
afternoon in 
November, flames 


were discovered coming from the 
oil room of the vessel, and a few 
moments later the entire lower 
section of the boat was ablaze. 


The men who were aboard the 


steamer were compelled to flee for 
their lives and were unable to 
take the time to gather any ol 
their possessions other than the 
clothes they were wearing. The 
ill-fated Rosch, a member of the 
crew, made his way back to the 
burning steamer 
after he 
had 


safely reached the wharf, in order 
to rescue a suit of clothing in 
which, he had four dollars. Othen 
on the -wharf shouted to him that 
his efforts were foolhardy but he 
dashed into the smoke and flame 
and was suffocated. 


The flames spread to all parU 


of the stricken vessel with amaz- 
ing rapidity, eating their 
waj 


along the upper deck and com- 
pletely enveloping the steamei 
within 15 minutes. 
The roar ol 


the fire could be heard for some 
distance and the heat from the 
flames was terrific. 


The burned hulk sank at the 


dock at 2 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing; the water of th* Saugerties 
inlet squelching the last tongues 
of fire too late to save the fine 
steamboat. The "Saugerties" had 
been practically rebuilt during th« 
years when she was the property 
of the Saugertiea Steamboat Com- 
pany, and her loss -was estimated

the small vote cast in Poughkeep- 
sie and Newburgh -within the past 
week or so when the voters were 
asked to decide on whether the 
municipalities should expend huge 
sums of money for sewage dis- 
posal plants. 


The mayor said that this would 


tend to show that people »re not 
interested in civic affairs, and he 
contended that if democracy was 
to survive the people must show 
more interest in civic affairs. 


Mr. Gregg in developing his 


theme that the three most im- 
portant factors in the develop- 
ment of the life and character o£ 
the boy was the 
home, 
the 


neighborhood play group and the 
school, said that the quality of 
the English spoken by the boy 
was the English that he heard 
spoken in his own home. It was 
the environment of the home, if 
it was a congenial one, that aid- 
ed in developing the best that 
was in the boy. 


Second in importance, he said, 


was the neighborhood play group, 
and he gave a number of in- 
stances of TV hat neighborhood play 
groups had done toward develop 
ing the character of the boy. He 
urged that thought and care be 
given to this neighborhood play 
group, and that programs similar 
to those adopted in many com- 
munities be discussed in Kingston 
where the men and the women 
of the community who were quali- 
fied gave of their service in this 
work. 


The third 
important 
social 


force bearing on the life of the 
boy is the school. During the week 
the boy would play with 
the 


neighborhood

and

would attend and return 
home 


from school together. On Sunday

in both the religious and public 
schools had a large bearing on 
the future life of the boy as he 
grew Into manhood.
